Oklahoma City, Ok., March 31.—An 
. -Amistic report on crop conditions 
in Oklahoma is made by the state 
board of agriculture in its monthly 
crop bulletin, although some crops 
are still below the average. 
The state finds 
from the reports 
of 344 crop correspondents, covering 
all of the seventy-six counties in the 
state, that on March 25 the growing 
condition of winter wheat was 54.6 
per cent, compared with 49.1 last 
month and ‘>2.5 for March 25, 1910. 
The reports indicate that very little 
damage has been done to the crop by 
green bugs and 'other insects, except 
in Cherokee county, near Tahlequah, 
where the damage incurred in one 
township is 25 per cent. The green 
bug is reported 
in 
Mayes, 
Carter, 
Johnston, 
Pottawatomie 
and 
Co­ 
manche counties. Although this pest 
infestation seems to be general in 
east* rn Oklahoma, no serious darn-1 
age to wheat or oats is anticipated 
as the state experts have the insects 
under control. 
The growing condition for the twen 
ty-five counties considered as th e » 
wheat counties is >hown to be 53.41: 
per cent, which is 4 per cent above1 
the state average and 12.2 per cent j 
beth r than the condition reported I 
last month for the same counties. 
Since these 
counties 
control 
the I 
wheat production of the state, this 
must be considered as the true basis 
of the growing wheat condition in 
Oklahoma. Wheat has made a big 
improvement during the last month 
in a majority of the leading wheat- 
producing 
counties. 
This 
year’s 
wheat crop will be spotted, as ‘he re­ 
port© show’ a wide variation in the 
condition in nearly all of the large 
producing counties. No reliable data 
could be secured at this time as to 
the wheat acreage* sowja last toil that 
will be abandoned. In some parts of 
Wood© and Woodward counties quite 
a large per cent of the acres®*- bas 
been abandoned and ©own to oats 
on account of the spring rains com­ 
ing too late to revive the crop. 
The acreage of spring-sown oats 
show’s a total increase for the state 
over the acreage cf last year, of 40.5 
per cent, every county except Mar­ 
shall, McIntosh, Johnson, Craig and 
Adair reporting 
an 
increase. 
The 
large incr ased acreage I© due to the 
fact that much land planted to wheat 
last fall has been sown to oats, and 
for the reason that a big oat yield 
was made last season. The growing 
condi Mon of the crop is given at 
32.9 per cent at the time of this 
report. Woods county heads the list 
of increased acreage, with 355 per 
cent, and Love next, with 300 per 
cent. The condition of 82.9 per cent 
till* year’s given condition, is com­ 
mand w»th 88 per Cent on March 25. 
1910* and is better than was expect­ 
ed, as the freezing weather did not 
damage the crop as much as was ex­ 
pected. 
The weath* r conditions through­ 
out the month have been generally 
dry and the rainfall is much below 
the normal for the season, but there 
have 
been 
seasonable showers 
in 
many of the counties, particularly 
in the 
south western 
and 
western 
parts of the state. The counties re­ 
porting rain needed are Muskogee, 
Cleveland, 
Caddo,

March 15, however, was dry, with 
rain needed at an early date in or­ 
der to maintain the present condi­ 
tion of all crops. 
Reports from all southern sections 
of the state indicate that corn-plant­ 
ing is practically finished.

is well und^r way and the ground Is 
reported to be in excellent condition 
for seeding. 
Reports also indicate 
an increased acreage 'n corn and oth 
er -pring crops.
